Thet^  were  224  long  coops  of 
poultry  carried  which  are  as  follows:  140  crosses,  11  reds,  29  colored,  18  leghorn, 
total  198  springs;  17  roosters,  5 ducks,  and  4 geese.  Direct  receivers  received  up 
until  late  morning  167,214  lbs.  Actual  sale  prices  impossible  to  verify  on  today's 
market.  Celling  prices  are  as  follows:  broilers,  fryers,  roasters  32,  fowl  28 -y-, 
roosters  24-jj,  ducks  27w , rabbits  30,  pigeons  and  squabs  40-50,  poor  lower.
